among themselves the evidence they 
have heard in the past two weeks. 


The defendants, remaining.in their 


cells, restlessly awaited the passing 
of the week-end' Only once more will 
they be led into the high ceilinged 
courtroom to hear their cases 
at- 


tacked and defended. 


Dana Wallace, harsh-voiced and 


dynamic, -will sum up for Mrs. Sny- 
der. He will picture her as conspir- 
ing unwillingly to slay her husband 
and then, at the home set by Gray 
for the perpetration of the plot, beg- 
ging him to leave the house, even 
attempting to pull her lover away 
from the attack. 


William J. Millard, gray haired
